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in  the  etreets  of  onr  American  citiea. 
Perhaps  as  the  season  adrances,  the 
numbers  of  beggars  may  increase,  bnt 
jest  now  most  of  the  church  doors  axe  de¬ 
serted  of  this  class,  and  the  steps  leading 
up  the  hill  out  of  the  Piazza  di  Spagna 
are  without  a  single  ragged  oocupant. 

No  doubt  this  change  has  been  wrought 
in  part  by  directly  compulsory  measures 
of  the  Qorernment.  Yet  as  much,  if  not 
more,  is  probably  due  to  the  increased  op- 
l>ortanities  for  earning  good  wages.  Not 
for  a  long  time  hare  the  people  of  Rome 
enjoyed  so  many  incentives  to  honest  and 
honorable  labor.  And  not  only  are  the 
beggars  thus  affected  and  improved,  bat 
also,  as  I  have  been  told,  the  large  class 
of  shabbily  genteel  people,  who  have 
hitherto  accounted  themselves  above 
work.  The  spirit  of  honorable  labfs'  has 
b^ipu  to  infect  this  riasSf  Ua&e 
their  manners  and  mor- 


the  like  fact  has  been  the  affliction  of 
Hamburg. 

I  hear  now  and  then  bitter  laments  at 
the  rapid  destruction  of  Hie  pineries  in 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  while  those  of 
Maine  are  already  about  finished.  But 
in  sober  truth  it  will  be  a  blessing  to  the 
large  towns  and  cities  of  our  country, 
when  those  native  growths  have  been  de¬ 
stroyed.  While  our  country  was  still  in 
its  infancy,  and  building  must  be  quick 
and  temporary,  they  were  needed  just  as 
they  were  so  richly  provided.  But  now 
the  great  need  has  gone  by  ;  only  the 
habit  remains  ;  and  if  our  builders  vrill 
not  of  themselves  get  out  of  this  now  so 
needless  habit  of  building  so  largely  of 
wood,  let  them  be  forced  out.  A  true 
view  would  rather  rejoice  than  lament, 
that  the  pineries  are  disappenring  so  fast 
not  only  under  the  lumberman’s  aie,  but 
from  Autumnal  fires,  as  last  year  so  large¬ 
ly  in  Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  and  as 
long  since  in  Maine  and  New  Bnmswick. 
Better  burn  in  that  shape  than  when 
fashioned  into  earthly  dwellings  and  ho¬ 
tels,  and  storehouses  filled  with  merchan¬ 
dise. 

“  Bat  it  will  cost  more  to  build  of  oth¬ 
er  materials  than  of  wood.”  Of  course 
it  will ;  bnt  then  a  structure  built  as  this 
in  which  I  am  writing  will  endure  at  least 
600  years.  There  are  edifices  in  this  town 
still  in  good  condition  that  date  back 
nearly  700  years.  R.  S.  K. 


the  spirit  of  his  moral  teachings  was  far 
loftier,  than  Franklin’s,  for  he  made  less 
of  the  economical  profit  of  virtue,  and 
more  of  the  eternal  principles  of  right. 
It  is  said  that  Mr.  Greeley  was  once  call¬ 
ed  on,  in  the  absence  of  the  minister,  (in 
an  Univei'salist  church,)  to  go  into  the  pul¬ 
pit.  He  did  so,  and  delivered  a  very  pun¬ 
gent  discourse  on  the  text  “  The  fool  hath 
said  in  his  heart,  there  is  no  God.”  The 
strongest  and  best  points  made  by  Mr, 
Greeley  in  the  best  of  his  printed  essays, 
those  which  emphasized  the  moral 


whole  thing.  I  must  say  that  I  was  sur¬ 
prised  and  delighted  with  it,  and  as  a 
plan  it  is  perfect  and  fur-reaching. 

It  will  be  an  entire  revolution  in  the 
whole  system — or  rather  non-system — 
of  education  in  Japan,  and  it  is  as  no¬ 
ble  a  step  towards  civilization  and  en¬ 
lightenment  us  was  ever  made  in  any 
country  or  in  any  age.  The  document 
is  very  long,  and  very  minute  in  all  its 
details,  and  has  evidently  been  thought 
out  with  the  greatest  care  and  delil>era- 
tion. 

It  is  pervaded  with  the  truest  spirit, 
and  with  an  open  determination  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  light  of  truth  and  knowledge 
throughout  all  ranks  and  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  it  calls  upon  both  high  and 
low,  rich  and  poor,  to  strive  to  improve 
the  privileges  placed  before  them,  and 
to  become  iudustrious  and  zealous  in 
their  studies,  and  to  lay  hold  upon  that 
knowledge  and  moral  truth  which  is  a 
source  of  power  and  civilization.  It  dis¬ 
tinctly  declares  that  the  poor  must  be 
taught  ns  well  as  the  rich,  and  girls  as 
well  as  boys,  and  that  female  tdncatimi 
will  be  advanced  parallel  with  that  of 
the  males. 

We  called  upon  my  staunch  friend 
Mr.  Katz,  who  was  formerly  instrument¬ 
al  in  my  coming’  to  Japan,  and  who  has 
a  son  now  studying  at  Annapolis.  He 
was  an  Admiral  in  the  Tycoon’s  navy, 
and  strange  to  say,  has  recently  been  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  same  oflSce  in  the  navy  of 
the  Mikado, — against  whom  he  once 
fought.  While  visiting  hiin,  he  present¬ 
ed  me  with  the  short  sword  which  he 
wore  years  ago  in  the  days  of  the  old  Ty¬ 
coon.  It  was  of  beautiful  w'orkmanship, 
and  highly  valuable  for  its  associations. 
Just  before  our  coming  to  Mr.  Katz’s 
house,  he  had  a  little  tragedy  there, 
which  made  him  appear  quite  gloomy  on 
our  amval. 

It  seems  that  one  of  his  .servants  be¬ 
came  suddenly  insane,  and  killed  ano¬ 
ther  servant  who  was  a  most  faithful  and 
reliable  man.  Mr.  Katz  brought  out 
the  sword  with  which  the  deed  was  com¬ 
mitted,  and  the  deep  nicks  and  dents 
upon  it  gave  evidence  that  the  victim 
must  have  made  a  stubborn  though  un¬ 
successful  resistance.

LETTER  FROM  ROME.

Bom.  Bot.  Wk,  18T3. 

Rome  has  been  reported  the  past  Sum¬ 
mer  as  unusually  unhmJthy.  So  far  as  I 
oan  learn,  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
sick  persons  has  been  little  in  advance  of 
the  increase  in  the  working  population 
of  the  city.  The  great  demuid  for  labor 
in  Rome  has  drawn  from  Northern  Italy 
numbers  of  working  people.  Any  extra 
sickness  has  been  chiefly  among  these 
strangers,  many  of  whom  were  unable  to 
obtain  comfortable  quarters  in  which  to 
live,  at  the  same  time  that  they  were  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  unwonted  severities  of  the 
season.  With  the  coming  of  oool  wea¬ 
ther  this  riekness  has  disappeMed,  and 


ana  also  tne  place  where  an  immense 
heathen  temple  formerly  stood, — the  one 
I  first  entered  in  J apan,  — and  which  is  now' 
no  more. 

The  last  place  of  interest  we  visited  in 
Yedo  was  a  rather  tragical  and  historical 
spot,  known  ns  the  “  Grave  of  the  Forty- 
seven  Ronins.”  This  place  is  situated 
temple,  and  troops  of  pilgrims 
come  here '  continually  to  do  homage  to 
the  memory  of  the  heroes  (?)  who  Ke 
buried  here.  According  to  the  popular 
legend,  these  forty-seven  “Ronins” 


were 

government  of  God. 

But  I  am  in  no  mood  for  farther  criti¬ 
cism  or  for  eulogy  to-night.  I  have  just 
returned  from  joining  with  an  hundred 
thousand  of  my  countrymen  in  such  fu¬ 
neral  honors  as  have,  rarely  been  bestow¬ 
ed  on  any  untitled  private  citizen.  Let 
us  forget  his  faults ;  let  us  remember 
gratefully  his  vast  services  to  suffering 
humanity. 

A  characteristic  note  from  the  pen  of 
Mr.  Greeley — the  last  he  ever  wrote  me — 
now  lies  before  me.  It  w  ns  in  reply  to 
one  of  mine,  criticising  the  Tribune  for 
speaking  of  “  Dr.  Tyng’s  church,'’  and 
“Dr.  Adams’s  meeting-house.”  I  told  him 
that  if  one  was  a  “  church,”  the  other 
was  equally  so.  In  his  reply,  Mr.  Gree¬ 
ley  wTote — “  I  am  of  Puritan  stock  ;  on 
one  side  American  since  1640,  on  the 
other  since  1720.  My  people  w  orshipped 
God  in  a  ‘  meeting-house.’  They  gave  it 
the  name,  not  I  ;  and  they  called  the 
body  of  believers  who  met  therein  ‘  the 
church.  ’  The  Episcopalians  speak  other¬ 
wise.  It  is  a  bad  sign  that  we  do  not 
seem  disposed  to  ‘  hold  fast  the  form  of 
sound  w'ords.’  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
scriptural  authority  for  calling  a  steeple- 
Itouse  a  ‘church.’”  There  is  one  more 
word  of  this  indescribable  penmanship 
which  I  cannot  decypher.  Bnt  this  is  the 
last  of  these  curious  hieroglyphics  which 
I  shall  ever  receive  ;  for  the  right  hand 
that  penned  them  has  forgotten  its  cun¬ 
ning.  _

Still  inhabits  the  Vatican.  Bnt  al¬ 
though  a  “prisoner”  there,  and  thus  in¬ 
visible  to  the  public  eye,  he  often  mak- 
eth  his  voice  to  be  heard  by  the  public 
ear.  Pius  the  Ninth  has  a  propensity  for 
speech-making.  Perhaps  he  is  not  sur¬ 
passed  herein  by  many  American  politi¬ 
cians.  His  keepers  find  it  impossible  to 
muzzle  him.  His  impromptu  and  ram¬ 
bling  harangues  4o  the  various  deputa¬ 
tions  which  call  upon  him,  are  often  less 
acceptable  to  his  friends  than  to  his  foes. 
To  Cardinal  Antouelli  it  appears  that 
they  have  been  peculiarly  annoying, 
sometimes  being  adapted  to  give  offence 
to  friendly  Powers,  and  compelling  the 
Minister  of  State  to  rise  and  explain. 
The  story  goes  that  the  Cardinal  privately 
arranged  to  have  the  usual  reports  of  the 
speeches  of  his  Chief  discontinued,  but 
that  the  Holy  Father,  presently  learning 
of  the  arrangement,  was  offended  and  de¬ 
clared  that  not  only  would  he  talk,  but 
that  he  should  be  fully  reported  and  pub¬ 
lished,  and  herewith  sent  Antonelli  to  his 
private  rooms  in  disgrace. 

The  Pope  has  the  habit  of  receiving 
every  few  Sunday  mornings  the  faithful 
of  some  one  of  the  parishes  of  the  city, 
and  giving  them  his  blessing.  Some  of 
my  acquaintances  two  Sundays  since 
joined  themselves  to  a  parish  thus  re¬ 
ceived,  and  witnessed  the  proceedings. 
The  crowd  was  emphatically  miscellane¬ 
ous,  and  unmistakably  devoted  to  the 
Pope.  They  greeted  the  entry  of  his  Ho¬ 
liness  with  such  a  stoim  of  yells  and 
screeches  as  astounded  my  friends.  But 
the  Poi>e  fully  appreciated  his  visitors 
and  their  tokens  of  sympathy,  and  ha¬ 
rangued  them  to  their  great  satisfaction 
— denouncing  Victor  Emmanuel  and  jior- 

till  insignificant 
ratio  to  the  previous  political  cui-sing  in 
which  the  Infallible  Head  of  the  Church 
and  Venerable  Vicar  of  Christ  indulged 
on  that  Sabbath  occasion.

One  is  advertised  of  the  political  revo¬ 
lution  by  which  Rome  has  been  restored 
to  Italy  before  fairly  entering  the  city. 
No  demand  is  made  for  his  possixirt — no 
jealous  search  is  undertaken  into  his 
portmanteau  for  pistols  or  Bibles. 

Once  within  the  city,  changes  are  eve¬ 
rywhere  visible.  Evei’y  where  old  houses 
are  undergoing  repairs  or  new  houses 
are  ascending,  as  if  Rome  were  to  be  re¬ 
built  in  a  day.  The  demand  for  house 
room  for  the  greatly  augmented  popula¬ 
tion,  has  been  so  urgent  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  felt  compelled  in  various 
ways  to  stimulate  a  supply.  The  owners 
of  house  property,  for  example,  who  ma¬ 
terially  enlarge  their  houses,  secure  for 
the  time  being  an  exemption  from  taxes. 
By  a  somewhat  despotic  decree  of  the 
Government,  property-ovmers  are  obliged 
to  renovate  the  fronts  of  their  houses. 
From  the  improvements  of  all  sorts, 
many  of  the  oldw  streets  of  Rome  are 
potkiiig  on  quite  a  new  face. 

It  is  in  the  eastern  part  eC  the  city  that 
mosi«(  thenewbuihlthg'A  going  on. 

army  of  workmen  is  scattered  over  the 
hitherto  unoccupied  ground,  excavating 
for  the  foundations  of  new  houses.  A 
new  and  broad  Avenue,  called  the  “Via 
Nazionale,”  which  runs  east  and  west 
near  the  railway  station,  is  beginning  to 
be  lined  with  spacious  buildings,  while 
the  streets  which  cross  it  from  north  to 
south,  named  for  tbe  chief  cities  of 
Italy, — ‘Napoli,’  ‘Firenze,’  ‘Genova,’ 
etc. — are  rapidly  following  its  example. 
The  time  seems  not  far  distant  when  the 
Viminal  Hill,  tbe  site  of  the  old  Praetori¬ 
an  ,Camp,  and  the  Gardens  of  Sallust, 
most  of  which  have  for  ages  been  deso¬ 
late,  will  be  reckoned  the  choicest  quar¬ 
ter  of  tbe  densely  populated  city.

I  have  just  retnrued  from  witnessing 
the  burial  of  the  great  Journalist  at 
Greenwood,  amid  a  vast  crowd  of  sincere 
mourners.

For  it  was 
now  nearly  a  year  since  I  had  seen  any 
railroad  whatever,  and  the  idea  of  being 
once  more  behind  a  locomotive,  and  that 
too  in  a  land  of  Gin-reka-shas  and  Kangoes, 
was  something  quite  exhilarating.  I  had 
w’ith  me  a  little  boy  of  about  ten  years, 
who  has  lived  with  me  several  months, 
and  who  was  now  going  with  me  to  hia 


On  leaving  him  this  time,  among  other 
things,  he  presented  me  in  his  son’s 


be  not  only,  as  He  was,  their  God,  but 
the  God  of  their  seed.  Their  children 
honored  their  father  and  their  mother  in 
a  manner  w'hich  w’as  far  from  being  usual 
w'ith  the  young,  even  those  who  had  been 
religiously  educated.  Long  before  they 
made  a  profession  of  religion,  they  were 
as  conscientious,  as  careful  not  to  walk 
in  the  “  counsel  of  the  ungodly,”  or 
‘‘  stand  in  the  way  of  sinners,”  as  though 
the  vows  of  God  were  upon  them.

Often  did 
the  heart  of  the  pious  mother  faint  when 
looking  upon  these,  which  appeared  to 
her  as  helpless  ones,  she  inquired  “What 
can  they  do  for  a  living  ?”  To  her  it 
seemed  that  their  infirmity  of  vision  and 
other  peculiarities  precluded  their  enter¬ 
ing  upon  any  of  the  ordinary  pursuits 
of  men.  Yet  all  who  know  their  history, 
are  aware  that  their  lives  were  in  the 
highest  and  best  sense  a  success.

There  is  a  Michigan  which  is  old, 
but  that  never  comes  up  here  ;  it  does 
not  get  north  of  the  Detroit  and  Milwau¬ 
kee  railroad.  Up  here  we  are  in  a  new 
State.  There  are  beavers  up  above. 
Be  rs  come  down  to  our  town  borders,  if 
in  fact  they  ever  go  far  away.  The 
American  Axe  is  our  emblem. 

The  Synod  met  on  Wednesday  evening, 
and  the  remainder  of  it  was  in  Lansing 
on  Monday  morning.  On  Saturday  the 
question  was  raised  “  Where  is  the  Syn¬ 
od  ?  The  cream  of  it  is  gone,  and  only 
we  of  the  skim -milk  portion  are  left.  ’’ 
And  then  it  proceeded  to  give  the  run¬ 
aways  such  a  castigation  as  they  will  re¬ 
member,  when  they  hear  of  it.  In  the 
discussion  which  was  had  two  parties 
were  shown,  as  is  the  case  in  all  Synods 
of  which  I  know.  One  maintains  that 
we  ought  to  meet  early  in  the  week,  so  as 
to  finish  up  and  go  home,  so  that  all  our 
congregations  shall  not  be  deprived  of 
the  Gospel  for  one  whole  Sabbath.  To 
this  the  other  replies  that  all  our  con¬ 
gregations  win  not  be  so  made  destitute, 
for  only  from  a  third  to  a  half  come  to 
the  Synod  at  alL  Then  in  most  of  our 
towns  and  settlements  the  people  are  not 
shut  up  to  our  churches.  There  are  oth¬ 
er  denominations  ;  and  if  we  are  away, 
our  people  may  take  that  occasion  to  hear 
the  new  Methodist,  or  Baptist,  or  Con¬ 
gregational  man,  so  as  not  to  be  forced 
to  run  off  to  him  while  we  are  at  home. 
Then  again,  it  is  an  object  to  be  together 
over  the  Sabbath,  and  to  worship  with 
the  people,  and  to  hear  our  strong  men 
preach — if  we  have  any.  Some  of  our 
ministers  seldom  hear  a  sermon  from  one 
of  our  order.  It  is  not  only  a  gratifica¬ 
tion  to  hear  one,  but  a  help.  Then,  too, 
it  is  not  a  slight  object  to  make  a  good 
impression  where  we  meet.  Such  an  im¬ 
pression  abides  for  years.  And  going

Charles  Robinson,  missionary  to  Bankok, 
Siam,  who  died  on  his  way  to  the  United 
States.

In  1833,  w’hile  she  was  both  teaching  and 
studying  in  Rochester,  and  when  I  was  on 
my  last  term  in  Auburn  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  an  urgent  letter  came  to  me  from  the 
then  Foreign  Secretary  of  the  American 
Board,  Rev.  R.  Anderson,  stating  that  I 
had  been  appointed  a  missionary  of  the 
Board,  with  the  s][>ecial  design  of  exploring 
among  the  savages  of  Patagonia ;  stating 
also  the  importance  and  urgency  of  the 
case,  and  requesting  me  to  accept,  and 
come  on  to  Boston  for  ordination  and  in¬ 
structions  in  a  short  space  of  time.  I  im¬ 
mediately,  i.  e.,  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  letter  was  received,  by  and  with 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Auburn 
Faculty,  took  leave  of  the  Seminary,  went 
to  Rochester,  put  the  Secretary’s  letter  in¬ 
to  the  hand  of  my  then  espoused  Fidelia, 
and  left  her  to  speak  her  mind  without 
comment  on  my  part.  She  read ;  the  tears 
filled  her  eyes;  for  a  moment  she  was 
dumb.  Growing  calm,  she  took  my  hand, 

inseparable,  and  we  had  fookecTlor^rfftS 
two  or  throe  short  months  when  the  legal 
union  should  bo  celebrated.  But  the  case 
was  decided.  There  was  no  “  conferring 
with  flesh  and  blood.”  We  bade  each  oth¬ 
er  adieu  with  faint  prospects  of  a  reunion 
on  earth. 

In  1834  I  returned  from  Patagonia,  found 
her  in  Middlebury,  Vt.,  teaching  in  Mrs. 
Cooke’s  Female  Seminary  and  taking  les¬ 
sons  in  Greek  from  the  then  Professor,  now 
President  Kitchel.  She  went  with  me  to 
her  native  village,  and  on  the  3d  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1834,  wo  were  married,  and  on  the  4th 
we  started  for  Boston,  where  wo  received 
our  instmetions,  and  on  the  5th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1834,  we  sailed  for  the  Hawaiian  Is¬ 
lands.  Here  wo  have  toiled,  planted,  wa¬ 
tered,  and  reaped  together  for  almost  thir- 
ty-eight  j’ears. 

In  the  Spring  of  1870,  by  the  repeated 
and  most  assuring  invitations  of  the  Pru¬ 
dential  Committee  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M., 
and  backed  by  the  earnest  .pleadings  of 
scores  of  personal  friends,  wo  consented 
to  leave  our  chosen  work  and  our  dear 
people — our  spiritual  children  who  had 
been  bom  out  of  heathen  darkness — and 
visit  our  native  land.  And  we  were  the 
more  readily  persuaded  to  this  step  on  ac¬ 
count  of  a  threatening  disease  which  liad 
for  some  time  impaired  the  strength  and 
threatened  the  life  of  my  precious  compan¬ 
ion.  We  went.  We  consulted  eminent  phy¬ 
sicians  in  many  cities,  but  gained  no  relief, 
and  no  encouragement  of  protracted  life. 
She  suffered  greatly  through  the  Winter. 

'  The  cold  aggravated  her  glandular  com- 
I  plaints,  and  her  strength  declined.  During 
•  all  her  jouraeyings  in  the  States  she  was 
.  not  her  former  self — she  was  only  an  in- 
'  creasing  invalid  and  a  patient  sufferer.  She 
1  was  unable  to  converse  without  pain,  and 
I  to  address  the  meetings  of  women  when 
1  she  was  invited,  was  usually  out  of  the 
question.

The  principal  address  was  by 
Rev.  H.  J.  Owen,  of  the  Richmond  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  who  regarded  the  Panthe¬ 
ism  in  India,  which  is  so  often  taken  up  af¬ 
ter  idolatry  is  renounced,  os  on  the  whole 
a  step  in  advance,  because  it  was  a  loosen¬ 
ing  of  the  bigotry  which  has  walled  up  the 
people  against  missionary  effort.  He 
also  dwelt  with  interest  upon  the  results  of 
the  Zenana  work,  which  has  been  a  special¬ 
ty  with  this  Society.

The  name  of  Dr.  Thomwell  of  South 
Carolina  is  one  of  the  great  names  of 
American  Presbyterianism.  Although 
at  his  death  ho  was  separated  from  us, 
belonging  to  the  Presbyterian  Church 
South,  yet  still  we  claim  him  as  being 
with  us  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  and 
have  a  pride  in  bis  fame.  During  nearly 
the  whole  of  his  career  his  influence  was 
not  local,  but  national.  Differing  with 
him  decidedly  on  some  points,  we  are 
none  the  less  ready  to  do  justice  to  his 
real  ability  and  worth.  With  suiierior 
intellectual  gifts  and  flne  culture,  he 
joined  earnest  convictions,  warm  feel¬ 
ings,  eminent  qualities  as  a  thinker, 
writer,  and  speaker,  and  an  unswerving 
loyalty  to  what  he  recognized  as  the 
kingdom  of  Christ  on  earth. 

Many  of  the  productions  of  his  pen 
have  more  than  a  passing  interest.  They 
discuss  questions  that  belong  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  and  the  future  as  well  as  the  past.

He  left  the  seat  of  govern¬ 
ment  at  a  moment  when  it  was  difficult 
to  be  absent,  »s  Congress  bad  met  only 
the  day  before,  and  travelled  all  night  to 
bp  {ureaent  at  this  solemn  scene  ;  and 
then,  although  the  same  evening  a  grand 
reception  was  to  be  given  at  the  Union 
Leagne  Club  to  his  intimate  friend  Mr. 
Washbume,  Minister  to  France,  yet  out 
of  respect  to  the  dead,  he  declined  to: 
be  present,  and  returned  the  same  night ; 
lo  Washington.  This  act,  so  delicate! 
and  honorable,  has  touched  die  hearts 
of  all  the  friends  of  Mr.  Greeley,  and  | 
has  done  more  to  conciliate  opposition,  j 
and  to  turn  dislike  into  cordial  esteem,  I 
than  oouhl  have  been  done  by  any  oflicial 
act  of  his  administration. 

.  Theae  things  give  us  hope  that  we  are 
entering  upon  on  era  of  better  feeling, 
when  the  violence  of  party  will  subside, 
and  we  shall  see  all  over  the  land  a  far 
greater  degree  of  mutual  forbearance.

Seminary  at  Philadelphia.  A  gift  of  four 
acres  of  ground  in  Chicago,  was  made  to 
the  General  Council  for  the  use  of  this  new 
Seminary  as  a  site.  The  Sev.  H.  E.  Jacobs 
of  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  was  nuauimously  chosen 
as  the  first  English  professor,  and  the  Au- 
gustana  Synod  was  iuviteil  to  combine  the 
theological  department  of  the  institution  at 
Paxton  with  this  new  Seminary. 

There  are  six  theological  students  iu  the 
Theological  Seminary  recently  opened  at 
Salem,  Va.,  under  the  auspices  of  the  South¬ 
ern  General  Synod.  Rev.  James  R.  Keiser, 
who  recently  died  near  Petersburg,  Va.,  be¬ 
queathed  his  library,  consisting  of  about 
700  valuable  theological  works,  to  this  insti¬ 
tution.  It  is  expected  that  the  number  of 
students  will  scon  be  increased. 

Dr.  Moldcbnke  is  preparing  a  history  of 
the  Lutheran  Chnrch  in  New  York. 

The  Lathcrmn  Church  begins  her  histori¬ 
cal  year  on  the  Slst  of  October,  her  chrono¬ 
logical  year  on  the  Ist  of  January,  her  eccle¬ 
siastical  year  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  Decem¬ 
ber.  ’This  is  the  beginning  of  the  Advent 
season,  which  continues  till  Christmas.  Ad¬ 
vent,  as  part  of  the  Church  year,  dates  back 
to  the  fifth  or  sixth  century.  In  the  ancient 
Catholic  Church  its  celebration  was  charac¬ 
terized  by  fasting  ;  in  the  modern  Protest¬ 
ant  Church  it  is  celebrated  as  a  time  of  prep¬ 
aration  for  the  approaching  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Christ. — Lutheran  Obterrer.

END  OF  A  LONG  JUDICIAL  CAREER. 


Wlioever  Las  been  in  Washington  for 
many  years  past,  in  visiting  the  Supreme 
Court-room,  ha.3  been  struck  with  tho 
noble  appearance  of  an  old  man  on  the 
bench,  who  sat  next  to  the  Chief  Justice. 
This  was  Judge  Nelson,  of  this  State, 
who  since  the  death  of  Judge  Grier  has 
been  the  oldest  member  of  that  court,  and 
who  has  just  resigned  his  seat  at  the  age 
of  eighty  years.  Judge  Nelson,  as  is  well 
known,  had  his  home  at  Cooperstown, 
on  the  beautiful  shores  of  Otsego  Lake. 
The  Cooperstoxen  Journal  gives  some  de¬ 
tails  of  his  long  and  most  honorable  ju¬ 
dicial  career : 

“After  a  sorvice  of  twenty-eight  yeai-s  on 
tho  Bench  of  the  Supremo  Court  of  the  United 
States,  and  twenty -two  years  as  a  judicial  ofiS- 
cer  of  his  native  State,  Judge  Nelson  on 
Thanksgiving  Day  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  of  tho  United  States  his  resignation  as 
one  of  the  Jnstices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
it  was  accepted  on  the  1st  instant. 

“And  thus  closes  a  most  remarkable  and  high¬ 
ly  honorable  and  distinguished  judicial  career, 
covering  a  period  of  half  a  century.  As  to 
point  of  time  and  constant  service,  it  is  witb- 
oct  precedent  in  this  country  or  England,  and 
we  donbt  whether  it  has  a  parallel  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  jorispradence.  Lord  Mansfield  served 
thirty-two  years,  and  Lord  Eldon  twenty-eight 
years,  and  they  were  longest  on  the  Bench  of 
Great  Britain ;  Chief  Jnstice  Marshall  was 
thirty-four  years  on  the  Bench,  Chief  Justice 
Taney  thirty  years,  Mr.  Jnstice  Story  thirty- 
four  years,  and  Chancellor  Kent  about  twenty- 
five  years- and  of  the  distinguished  judges  of 
this  country  they  longest  held  judicial  posi¬ 
tions. 

“  Jndge  Nelaou  was  appointed  judge  of  the 
Sixth  Circuit,  which  included  Otsego  county, 
in  April,  182.3,  which  position  he  held  until 
February,  1831,  when  he  wm  made  Associate 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 
New  York ;  and  on  the  resignation  of  Chief 
Jnstice  Savage  in  1837,  he  took  his  place.  In 
Febrnary,  1815,  he  was  elevated  to  the  Bench 
of  the  Snpreme  Court  of  tho  United  States, 
where  he  has  won  tho  highest  honors  as  a 
jndge  of  strong  common-sense,  broad  views, 
the  highest  sense  of  honor,  and  a  ready  grasp 
of  weighty  topics.  On  questions  in  admiralty 
law  and  intricate  patent  suits,  a  writer  in  a 
leading  Philadelphia  paper  recently  remarked, 
especial  deference  was  always  paid  to  the  opin¬ 
ions  of  Jndge  Nelson. 

“  Tho  Jndge  has  with  slight  exceptions  al¬ 
ways  enjoyed  robnst  health,  and  has  never 
been  absent  from  duty  at  tho  State  or  United 
States  eonrts  Imt  ope  term,  that  of  test  year. 

“Jndge  Nelson  reached  the  advanced  ago  of 
eighty  yeaks  on  tho  10th  of  last  month,  ajid 
his  friends  thronghont  the  country  will  bo 
glad  to  learn  that  reoent  published  reports  in 
regard  to  bis  feeble  health,  have  no  real 
foandation.”

expect  to  make  it  $10,000.  Dr.  Cunniugham 
has  just  come  East,  hoping  to  raise  $25,000 
more.

Those  who  have  experienced  the  relief 
which  pecuniary  aid  brings  when  in  straits, 


The  Christian  Intelligencer  calls  atten 
tion  to  the  generally  low  character  of  th 
literary  wares  sold  on  our  lines  of  rail 
road.  That  a  great  (lemoralization  is  thu 
constantly  worked,  must  be  the  conclu 
sion  of  every  one  who  has  given  evei 
slight  investigation  and  reflection  to  thii 
matter.  And  were  it  not  that  most  of  on 
railroad  companies  are  emphatically 
“  soulless  corporations  ”  so  far  as  regardi 
the  moral  welfare  of  their  employes  ant 
passengers,  we  might  have  hope  of  bring¬ 
ing  about  a  speedy  amendment  by  merely 
calling  attention  to  the  subject.  We  do 
not  doubt,  however,  that  a  better  day 
will  come,  and  that  directors  as  well  as 
stockholders  will  see  that  they  can  ope¬ 
rate  their  vast  lines  in  such  manner  as  not 
to  prove  a  detriment,  but  rather  a  con- 
sei-vator,  to  the  morals  and  the  religious 
institutions  of  the  country.  As  matters 
are,  the  most  of  our  railways  are  a  con¬ 
stant  and  tangible  argument  against 
keeping  holy  the  Sabbath  day,  and  they 
drag  dowm  to  their  own  level  in  this  re¬ 
spect  hundreds  and  thousands  of  our 
young  men  who  come  to  their  service 
from  Ghiistian  homes.  The  demoraliaa- 
tion  that  has  ensued  from  this  one  cause, 
is  felt  throughout  the  country.  ^ 

But  our  contemporary  touches  i^on 
another  influence  which  operates  in  the 
same  direction,  and  to  the  detriment  of 
those  who  support  our  railway  lines  as 
well  as  those  who  operate  them.  We 
need  not  add  that  Sabbath-breaking  and 
baneful  literature  are  sure  to  bring  forth 
their  fruits.

For  Woman’i  Christian  Work.  ^ 

The  opening  of  the  Winter  term  of  the 
Bethany  Institute  was  marked  by  appro-  ^ 
priate  services  at  it-^  house  (No.  69  Second 
avenue,  comer  of  Foiu  th  street),  on  Mon- 1 
day  evening,  2d  instant,  and  a  good  repre¬ 
sentation  of  persons  interested  in  its  bene¬ 
ficent  work  were  present.  That  eminent 
physician,  Willard  Parker,  M.D.,  took  the 
chair,  and  made  a  really  eloquent  address, 
especially  emphasizing  the  necessity  of 
just  such  an  institution  as  the  Bethany  to 
help  women  to  become  skilled  in  ministra¬ 
tions  to  body  and  soul. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Hatch  (of  the  well  known  bank¬ 
ing  house  of  Fisk  k  Hatch)  said  the  great 
question  was  yet  the  old  one,  of  how  to 
roach  and  benefit  the  masses.  But  a  real 
advance  would  be  made  when  relief  is  car¬ 
ried  to  the  sick  body  along  with  consola¬ 
tion  to  the  heart.  The  two  can  frequently

The  amount  of  money  needed  to  com¬ 
plete  the  buildings  now  in  hand,  and  for 
which  the  Presbyteries  have  given  their 
strong  indorsement  is  so  far  in  advance  of 
the  receipts  of  this  Board,  that  our  embar¬ 
rassment  is  steadily  increasing.

We 
commenced  this  year  with  a  deficit  of  $3,- 
565,  which  has  increased  to  $30,000.  If 
this  disproportion  between  our  appropria^ 
tions  and  receipts  is  not  speedily  changed, 
by  the  increase  of  contributions  from  the 
churches,  the  Board  will  be  compelled 
either  to  reject  many  applications,  or  great¬ 
ly  to  reduce  the  amount  granted. 

In  view  of  this  necessity,  the  Board 
would  call  the  attention  of  the  churches  to 
the  fact  that  a  very  large  part  of  the  mo¬ 
ney  contributed  by  our  people  for  Church 
building  is  not  sent  to  the  Board,  to  en¬ 
able  them  to  meet  their  engagements,  but 
to  particular  churches,  which  by  private 
letters,  public  circulars  and  newspaper 
appeals,  are  calling  pitifully  for  help.  It 
would  be  well  for  our  people  to  know  that 
most  If  not  all  of  these  have  previously 
received  liberal  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection,  and  assured  us  that  if  we 
granted  the  sum  they  asked,  it  would  en¬ 
able  them  to  complete  their  building  free 
of  debt.  The  case  of  the  Wichita  church, 
Kansas,  is  not  an  exception  to  this  remark. 

The  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly 
for  1871  report  $336,597  raised  for  Church 
Erection,  whereas  only  $97,025  was  sent  to 
Last  year  the  amoimt  report.

[We  recently  noticed  the  formation  of  a  new 
Presbyterian  church  on  Staten  Island,  bearing 
the  name  of  the  Calvary  church.  By  its  consti¬ 
tution  it  adopts  the  system  of  a  rotary  elder¬ 
ship,  both  ciders  and  deacons  being  elected  for 
it  also  allows  women  to  vote  in 


fully  come.  For  two  years  as  the  “  Train¬ 
ing  Home  ”  it  served  an  initiatory  aud  use¬ 
ful  purpose,  under  the  general  supervision 
of  several  ladies  of  our  city,  well  known 
for  their  benevolence  and  good  works,  and 
it  was  not  until  last  year  that  definite 
measures  were  entered  upon  with  a  view  to 
the  enlargement  and  diversification  of  its 
usefulness  as  a  permanent  institution. 

Did  time  suffice  to  fully  recite  its  history 
thus  far,  it  would  be  manifest  to  all  pres¬ 
ent  that  it  has  already  accomplished  a  very 
useful  w’ork.  And  its  present  direction 
would  here,  at  the  beginning  of  these  pro¬ 
ceedings,  devoutly  recognize  the  many  and 
marked  orderings  of  Providonoo  in  its  favor 
during  the  year  past. 

It  is  proper  at  the  opening  of  this  second 
term  under  the  present  management,  to  re¬ 
mind  friends  and  helpers,  and  to  Inform 
the  public  generally,  of  the  design  aud  plan 
of  operations  of  tliis  Missionary  Institute. 
This  we  proceed  to  do,  as  briefly  and  suc¬ 
cinctly  as  possible. 

The  Institute  aims  to  afford  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  ladies  who  feel  called  to  some 
branch  of  missionary  or  benevolent  work, 
and  who  are  deemed  adapted  to  the  same, 
to  receive  a  special  and  requisite  training 
for  their  chosen  work,  wdiether  it  be  that 
of  Nurses  among  the  sick,  of  Bible  readers 
and  City  Missionaries  at  home,  or  a  blend¬ 
ing  of  these  several  avocations  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent,  in  the  service  of  Foreign 
Missionary  Boards. 

It  also  aims  to  promote  woman’s  Cliristian 
work  in  general,  by  giving  information,  and 
seeking  out  those  well  adapted  to  mission¬ 
ary  and  hunaane  employment,  and  aiding 
them  to  enter  appropriate  fields  of  labor  at 
home  or  abroad.  In  a  word,  it  seeks  to 
cooperate  as  far  as  practicable,  with  all 
missionary  and  benevolent  enterprises,  in 
which  woman  may  properly  bear  her  share 
of  effort  and  responsibility. 

Its  curriculum  consists  of  thorough  Bible 
Instruction,  of  lectures  on  Practical  Mis¬ 
sion  Work,  lectimos  on  the  Care  and  Treat¬ 
ment  of  the  Sick,  and  Daily  Work  of  a  hu¬ 
mane  and  missionary  character  in  desti¬ 
tute  portions  of  the  city. 

It  includes  written  discussions,  investi¬ 
gation  of  methods,  appropriate  reading, 
singing  exercises,  and  observation  of  the 
missionary  operations  of  the  city  and  vi¬ 
cinity.  Punctuality,  system,  careful  regard 
for  hours  of  study,  work,  and  recreation, 
and  a  thoroughly  kept  journal  are  required. 

Yet  more  specifically,  w'e  might  say  that 
each  afternoon  is  employed  in  actual  mis¬ 
sionary  work.  Those  who  are  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  sick  spend  their  time  in 
Hospitals,  among  Dispensary  patients,  or 
other  sick  poor.  The  city  being  properly 
districted  for  this  purpose,  an  opportimity 
will  be  afforded  to  ministers,  missionaries, 
and  others  to  Invite  the  missionary  nurse 
to  visit  cases  that  may  come  under  their 
observation.  Ladies  preparing  as  Bible 
Readers,  City  Missionaries,  or  Foreign 
Missionaries,  engage  in  general  Christian 
work  in  connection  with  the  missions  of 
the  city,  often  in  company  with  experienced 
workers.  Thus,  while  the  several  courses 
of  lectures  and  instructions  are  adapted  to 
profit  all  the  members  of  the  Institute,  in 
the  allotment  of  icork  reference  is  had  to 
the  future  calling  and  adaptation  of  each 
individual. 

Arrangements  'have  been  made  with  our 
city  medical  colleges  to  admit  ladies  of  the 
Institute  who  desire  to  pursue  a  complete 
course  of  medicine  before  going  out  as 
missionary  physicians  to  the  foreign  field. 

Connected  with  the  work  of  the  Institute 
is  a  Hiet  Kitchen,  to  which  any  persons  de¬ 
siring  to  supply  the  sick  poor  with  neces¬ 
saries  or  delicacies,  may  send  their  contri¬ 
butions,  and  from  which  the  missionary 
nurses  will  carry  such  relief  from  day  to 
day  as  their  visits  may  discover  needful. 

To  this  Kitchen  is  added,  by  advice  of 
omr  best  physicians,  a  Linen  Department, 
from  which  in  cases  of  sudden  or  extreme 
sickness  among  the  poor,  linen  may  be

The  Christian  Advocate  would  renew 
“  The  Heroic  Element  in  the  Church

The  heroic  element,  we  claim,  should 
not  be  a  matter  of  the  beginning  alone, 
but  pervade  the  entire  lustory  both  of 
Christianity  as  a  unit  and  of  the  individ¬ 
ual  evangelical  bodies.

There  is  a  field  for  every  form  of  activity. 

It  is  folly  in  the  extreme  to  imagine 
that  Christianity  is  a  seed  which,  once 
cast  into  the  ground,  will  grow  at  all 
events.  .  .  Without  some  to  work  for  its 
promotion  and  to  adorn  its  profession, 
it  would  disappear  from  among  men.  The 
source  of  strength  is  God  himself,  but 
man  is  the  medium  of  its  communication. 
Of  what  service  is  the  gashing  fountain, 
unless  the  water  is  brought  within  reach 
of  the  parched  lips  ?

ed  in  the  Minutes  was  $178,696,  of  which 
only  $68,797  reached  the  Board.  If  the 

same  practl©©  pr®vebll«d  with  to  tho 

other  Boards,  what  would  be  the  conse¬ 
quence  ?  If  one  half  of  our  churches 
should  say,  instead  of  sending  oiu  money 
to  the  Board  of  Home  or  Foreign  Missions, 
we  will  send  it  to  the  Missionaries  dis'ect — 
to  supplement  their  salaries,  which  are  too 
small,  how  could  those  Boards  meet  their 
engagements  to  their  Missionaries — how 
could  they  enlarge  their  work,  by  sending 
out  additional  laborers  ?  And  would  not 
those  missionaries  who  had  no  special  con¬ 
tributions  sent  them,  have  reason  to  com¬ 
plain  and  be  dissatisfied,  if  indeed  they 
were  not  left  to  suffer  for  want  of  their 
meagre  salaries  promised  by  the  Board  ? 

The  importance  of  this  department  of 
the  Church’s  work  is  not  sufficiently  appre¬ 
ciated  by  those  who  are  comfortably  pro¬ 
vided  for. 


Answering  to  the  criticism  of  an  “Au¬ 
burn  Sabbath-school  Teacher”  as  pub¬ 
lished  Dec.  5th,  the  editor  of  “  Helpful 
Hints  ”  says  that  he  “  meant  to  write  Da¬ 
rius,  and  did  not  mean  to  write  Daniel.”

“  The  opinions  of  critics  have  been  di¬ 
vided  between  (1)  Astyages,  the  grandfa¬ 
ther  of  Cyrus ;  (2)  Cyaxares,  a  supposed 
son  of  this  Astyages  ;  and  (3)  Some  depu¬ 
ty  bearing  this  name  unknown  to  profane 
history,  whom  Cyrus  put  in  charge  over 
Babylonia.  That  he  ‘  took  the  kingdom  ’ 
in  the  sense  of  being  a  deputy,  and  not  a 
king  in  his  own  right,  is  involved  in  the 
usage  of  the  verb.  In  chap.  ii.  6,  it  is 
used  for  receiving  great  gifts ;  and  in 
chap.  vii.  18,  of  the  saints  of  the  Most 
High  receiving  the  kingdom.  A  renewed 
mention  of  Darius  (chap.  ix.  1,)  speaks 
of  him  as  “  made  king  over  the  realm  of 
the  Chaldeans.”. . .  The  kingdom  as  here

Now  then,  having  duly  incorporated  our¬ 
selves  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  “  Calva¬ 
ry  Presbyterian  Church  of  Staten  Island,” 
and  sincerely  adopting  the  Confession  of 
Faith  and  Form  of  Government  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  In  the  United  States 
of  America,  as  our  rule  of  faith  and  prac¬ 
tice  ;  and  in  order  to  establish  a  peimanent 
and  well  defined  course  of  procedure  in  the 
matters  which  come  legitimately  within 
the  purview  of  our  “  congregational  as¬ 
semblies,”  we  do  hereby  adopt  the  follow¬ 
ing  rules  for  our  government  as  a  church : 

1.  In  all  elections  for  elders  and  deacons,  all 
members  of  the  church,  of  full  age,  and  in 
good  and  regular  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote.  The  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  with  sepa¬ 
rate  tickets  for  elders  and  deacons  ;  and  a  ma-

It  was  with  reference  to  the  first  i 
of  the  congregation  and  their  offer 
ofWOG,  when  they  had  been  giving  $800, 
and  their  expectation  of  getting  $400  from 
your  Committee,  that  the  brother  in  Syn¬ 
od  made  his  remarks.  The  aspect  of  the 
«ase  was  afterwards  entirely  changed,  and 
neither  your  Committee,  nor  the  Presbyte¬ 
ry  is  in  fault,  nor  is  the  church,  as  I  sup¬ 
pose.”

The  testimony  of  those  who 
have  been  left  for  years  to  suffer  the 
want  of  church  aocommodation  should 
be  heard  and  duly  considered.  Says 
one  of  our  Missionaries  writing  from 
Kansas:  “Last  Winter  we  did  not 
share  in  the  work  of  grace  and  pre¬ 
cious  ingathering  enjoyed  by  so  many  of 
our  churches,  because  we  had  no  building 
in  which  to  hold  meetings.  Our  town  is 
new,  and  hasnoHall,  and  the  school-house 
we  could  only  have  once  in  three  or  four 
weeks,  as  three  other  denominations  had  a 
share  in  the  use  of  It.  But  now  we  have 
our  own  house,  free  of  debt,  and  can  say 
to  the  people  ‘  Come,  let  us  go  up  to  the 
Lord’s  House,’  and  I  have  no  doubt  He 
will  bless  ns.  As  our  building  drew  near 
completion,  and  we  had  exhausted  our 
means,  we  greatly  feared  that  In  the  low 
state  of  your  treasury  you  might  not  be 
able  to  send  us  the  means  with  which  to 
meet  our  last  payment.  When  the  papers 
were  ready  to  send  to  you,  I  took  them  iu 
my  hand  and  in  my  closet  spread  them  be¬ 
fore  the  Lord,  praying  that  He  would  en¬ 
able  you  to  respond.  It  was  a  precious 
season  to  me.  And  when  the  money  came 
a  few  days  before  our  payment  fell  due,  I 
need  not  tell  you,  my  dear  brother,  the  first 
thing  I  did  was  to  thank  God  for  this  an¬ 
swer  to  my  prayer.  And  now  that  we  have 
been  enabled  to  build  this  house  for  the 
Lord,  we  feel  encouraged  to  believe  that 
He  will  come  into  His  Holy  Temple  and 
bless  us.  Not  a  Sabbath  shall  pass  with¬ 
out  our  people  beiag  reminded  of  the  good¬ 
ness  of  those  who  gave  through  the  Board, 
the  means,  without  which  we  could  not 
possibly  have  secured  this  delightful 
church  home.  May  God  bless  them  all, 
and  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  also.” 

The  following  extract  is  from  a  letter 
just  recleved  from  a  Missionary  on  the 
borders  of  New  Mexico :  “  Last  evening  I 
recieved  your  check,  with  a  heart  too  full 
of  gratitude  to  God  and  to  His  servants — 
the  Board,  for  utterance.  We  had  just 
completed  our  building  and  dedicated  it  to 
God’s  worship ;  and  now  we  can  say  it  is 
paid  for— not  one  cent  of  debt  remaining. 
With  the  exception  of  what  we  received 
from  the  Board  all  the  money  was  raised 
among  our  people.  It  has  given  the  com¬ 
munity  not  only  confidence  In  us,  but  great 
admiration  for  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  has  placed  our  little  society  at  once 
in  a  position  we  could  not  have  reached  in 
many  years  with  a  less  liberal  policy. 
Could  our  churches  in  the  East  understand 
the  moral  effect  produced  by  tihe  erection 


The  Jewish  Messenger  complaiiu  of  a 
want  of  fairness  on  the  part  of  the  New 
York  press — or  at  least  a  portion  of  it : 

If  it  is  pitiful  to  notice  with  what  eager¬ 
ness  your  city  editor  will  clutch  at  an 
item  which  records  the  startling  fact  that 
Abraham  Isaac  Jacobs  has  l^en  arrested 
for  setting  fire  to  his  house,  or  steal^^  a 
few  cigt^,  it  is  more  pitifnl  to  see  with 
what  evident  pleasure  he  states  that  this 
Jacobs  is  a  Jew.  His  inference  is  the 
more  remarkable  as  there  are  perhaps 
thirty  other  criminals  mentioned  in  his 
columns,  without  including  the  names  of 
the  editors,  whose  religious  belief  is  not 
even  hinted  at.  This  displays,  in  part 
only  the  inconsistency  and  prejudice  of 
the  New  York  editor.  One  might  imagine 
that  as  he  is  BO  eager  to  display  in  smaU 
caps  “a  Jew  arrested  for  swindling,”  he 
might  notice  when  a  Jew  receives  any  ex¬ 
traordinary  honor  or  mark  of  distinction. 
This,  however,  your  editor  never  does  ; 
otherwise  he  would  have  long  since  noted 
the  fact  that  it  was  a  Jew,  Goldschmidt, 
a  member  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Jns- 
tice  of  Leipzig,  who  was  appointed  one 
of  the  advisers  of  the  Emperor  of  Ger¬ 
many  in  the  settlement  of  the  Sun  Juan 
Boundary  Question.  By  all  means  be 
fair,  gentlemen  of  the  press.  Drop  the 
Jew  altogether  if  you  only  mark  him  for 
obloquy  but  never  for  praise. 

The  matter  hero  complained  of,  like  a 
good  many  other  mysteries,  might  be  ex¬ 
plained  at  least  in  part  by  semtinizing 
the  personnel  of  our  daily  reportorial 
staff,  which  is  very  largely  Irish  and 
Catholic.  _ 

The  Observer  closes  its  reference  to  the 
career  of  Mr.  Greeley  thus  : 

One  lesson  the  editorial  profession 
might  learn  from  these  repeated  deaths 
in  their  number.  The  respect  and  ten¬ 
derness  with  which  great  editors  are 
spoken  of  while  they  are  waiting  burial, 
is  iu  strange  contrast  with  the  style  in 
which  tliey  spoke  of  one  another,  and 
others  spoke  of  them,  and  others  speak 
of  others,  in  the  conflicts  of  the  day. 
Personalities  disgrace  the  profession. 
There  are  journals  that  are  never  soiled 
by  it.  They  are  marked  by  a  dignity  and 
decorum  that  no  temptation  leads  them 
to  forget  It  would  be  well  if  over  the 
bier  of  our  dead  brethren  we  could  be 
inspired  with  a  lofty  sentiment  of  self- 
res^ct,  that  would  shine  in  the  purity 
and  brightness  of  pages  that  never  hew 
“a  line  which  dying  we  would  wish  to 
blot,”  or  a  word  regarding  an  opponent 
which  we  would  regret  when  helping  him 
into  bis  peacefnl  grave. 


The  Narrative.

Some  will  come  forth  to  honor, 
and  some  to  shame  and  everlasting  con¬ 
tempt.  Distinguished  glory  awaits  those 
who  turn  many  to  righteousness.  For 
the  iDresent,  this  is  all  a  mystery;  but 
there  will  come  a  time  when  the  mystery 
will  be  made  plain. 

These  first  four  verses  evidently  belong 
to  the  preceding  chapter,  as  part  of  the 
address  of  the  “man  clothed  in  linen,’’ 
who  spake  to  Daniel  in  the  vision  record¬ 
ed  in  chapter  ten.

“THE  POOR  YE  HAVE  AliWAYfi 
WITH  YOU.” 

None  are  so  poor  as  they  who  have  not 
the  Gospel :  they  who  possess  it  are  rich, 
though  destitute  of  all  things  else.  Com¬ 
munities  and  individuals  enriched  by  it 
are  Christ’s  “  stewards  and  almoners  for 
His  poor  brethren.”  A  missionary  of 
the  American  Sunday-school  Union  in 
Michigan  writes  :  “  There  is  great  need 
of  Sunday-school  missionary  work  among 
the  new  settlments  in  the  Northern  part 
of  this  State.  Last  year  I  planted  schools 
in  two  places,  where,  for  eight  years, 
since  the  first  settlers  came  there,  no  re¬ 
ligious  meeting  of  any  kind  had  ever  been 
held  except  a  brief  funeral  service  in  one 
of  them  by  a  passing  minister,  nor  had 
they  ever  had  a  school  of  any  kind.  I 
cannot  tell  you  how  glad  they  were  to 
hear  a  sermon  or  two,  and  have  a  Sunday 
school.  Some  of  those  poor  children  learn¬ 
ed  to  read  very  well  in  the  Bible  in  six 
weeks.  A  prayer-meeting  followed  in 
one  of  these  schools  the  second  Sabbath, 
and  some  took  i>art  in  it  who  were  never 
known  to  pray  before.  Both  school  and 


Then  Daniel  in  his  vision  saw  “other 
two,”  one  on  each  side  of  the  river  Hid¬ 
dekel,  while  the  man  clothed  in  linen 
was  upon  or  over  the  waters  of  the  river. 
One  of  these  angels  asks  the  man  clothed 
in  linen  “  How  long  before  these  wonder¬ 
ful  things  are  to  be  accomplished  ?  ”  The 
answer  was  returned  in  the  most  solemn 
manner,  “It  shall  be  for  a  time,  times 
and  a  half,”  that  is  for  three  and  a  half 
times.  If  times  means  years,  the  period 
will  be  the  three  and  a  half  years  in  which 
Antiochns  made  the  sanctuary  desolate. 
“If  it  refers  to  Antiochns,  it  means  that 
the  scattered  forces  and  people  of  the 
Hebrews  would  be  rallied  under  the  Mac¬ 
cabees,  and  that  on  their  return  victory 
would  crown  their  eflbrts,  and  the  land 
would  be  again  at  peace.  If  it  has  a  high¬ 
er  and  an  ultimate  signification,  it  would 
seem  to  imply  that  when  the  scattered 
Hebrew  people  shonld  be  gathered  into 
the  Christian  Church — when  their  dis¬ 
persions  and  their  wanderings  should

strength  to  anything. 

We  are  unhesitatingly  of  opinion  that  the 
reduction  of  premiums  as  proposed  by  the 
Mutuid  Lite  Insurance  Company  of  New 
York  is  unwise,  deficient  in  security,  unjust 
to  existing  policy-holders,  and  prejudicial  to 
their  rights  and  interests,  and  deserving 
our  unqualified  disapproval.  We  are  confi¬ 
dent,  however,  if  the  Trustees  of  the  Mutual 
Life  should  carefully  recon.sider  the  matter, 
they  will  see  that  they  are  about  to  take  a 
step  unwarranted  by  their  own  experience 
and  will  de- 


upon  more  favorable  terms  than  have  been 
and  will  continue  to  be  exacted  from  existing 
members  ?  Have  the  trustees  of  the  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  ComiJany  the  right  to  chsurge 
lower  premiums  for  new  insurances  than 
have  been  paid  and  are  still  required  to  be 
paid  by  existing  poUcy  holders,  especially 
when  this  may  involve  expense  to  the  latter, 
may  diminish  their  security,  and  may  pre¬ 
judice  their  rights  and  interests  ? 

The  whole  plan  is  a  bid  for  new  bu.sine.ss 
upon  terms  which  would  be  certain  ruin  to  any 
new  company  without  the  security  afforded  by 
a  large  guarantee  capital.  The  present  assets 
of  the  company  belonging  wholly  to  existing 
policy  holders,  in  well-defined  proportions, 
would  be  staked  as  a  guarantee  or  security 
against  extra  expenses  or  unexpected  losses 
under  reduced  premiums.  These  assets,  held 
in  trust,  may  not  be  hazarded  for  such  pur¬ 
pose,  or  by  permitting  present  policy  hold¬ 
ers,  if  in  good  health,  to  sell  out,  withdraw 
their  entire  shares  of  the  assets,  and  be  in¬ 
sured  at  less  rates  than  they  now  pay.  The 
security  now  afforded  persons  of  impaired 
health  would  be  lessened,  if  not  utterly  de¬ 
stroyed,  by  such  a  course. 

Three  actuaries,  whose  opinions  were  asked 
by  the  officers  of  many  companies,  have  sta¬ 
ted  as  their  deliberate  judgment : — 

“  We  are  unhesitatingly  of  opiiuion  that  the 
reduction  of  premiums  as  proposed  by  the 
I'lutiml  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New 
York  is  unwise,  deficient  in  security,  unjust 
to  existing  policy  holders  and  prejudicial  to 
their  rights  and  interests,  and  desarving  our 
unqualified  disapiiroval.  ” 

Two  of  these  gentlemen  in  professional  at¬ 
tainments  and  character  ate  among  the 
ablest  actuaries  in  this  or  any  country.  They 
are  men  of  the  purest  iiersonal  character. 
My  own  experience  of  seventeen  years  in  the 
Mutual  Life  Company  would  seem  to  entitle 
my  opinion  on  actuarial  matters  to  some  con¬ 
sideration.  As  an  old  policy-holder  I  have  a 
right  to  express  my  opinion. 

Assuming  the  motives  of  philanthropy  and 
benevolence  urged  by  Professor  Bartlett  in 
its  support  to  be  the  true  motives,  the  mea¬ 
sure  is  a  blunder  ;  but  if  the  real  motives  are 
less  worthy  than  those  stated,  as  has  been 
charged,  it  is  a  measure  deserving  the  con¬ 
demnation  not  only  of  every  person  interest¬ 
ed  in  Life  insurance,  but  of  every  one  who 
desires  integrity  and  just  accountability  in 
corporate  management.

(JeiitUmm :  We  are  in  receipt  of  -your  fa¬ 
vor  of  the  4th  insL,  asking  our  opinions  in 
regard  to  the  reduction  of  premiums  to  be 
charged  for  life  insurances  by  the  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York,  as 
set  forth  in  the  published  letter  of  its  Actn- 
ry.  Professor  Bartlett,  to  which  our  attention 
is  specially  directed. 

We  have  examined  that  circular  with  care  ; 
its  precise  meaning  is  not  clear,  while  tome 
of  its  statements  seem  inaccurate. 

It  is  gravely  proposed  to  reduce  the  cost 
of  Life  Insurance  by  reducing  the  rates  of 
premium.  But  the  Actuary  of  that  Compa¬ 
ny,  of  all  men,  ought  to  know  that,  in  a  mu¬ 
tual  company,  the  cost  to  the  insured  can 
only  be  reduced  by  reducing  the  working 
expenses.  For  the  premium,  so  far  as  it  is 
found  to  exceed  the  actual  co*t,  is  returned 
to  the  insured,  with  interest,  from  year  to 
year. 

Mutual  rates  are  designedly,  and  cerbiin- 
ly  ought  to  be,  higher  than  the  probable 
cost ;  the  excess  forms  the  capital,  the  bal¬ 
ance  wheel,  the  perennial  reservoir  which 
exalts  contingency  into  certainty.  This  has 
been  most  abundantly  vindicate  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  “Mutual  Life”  itself. 

The  language  of  Professor  Baitlett’s  letter 
is  quite  inaccurate  when  it  speaks  ot  re¬ 
ducing  the  margin  of  the  premiums  from 
40  per  cent,  to  10,  and  may  have  misled 
many,  as  it  has  puzzled  us.  For  in  only 
one  of  the  present  premium  columns  is  the 
margin  as  high  as  40  per  cent.,  and  in  some 
it  is  only  21  per  cent. ;  so  that  only  a  few 
of  the  margins  are  reduced  to  the  extent  he 
mentions.  To  state  it  accurately,  all  the  va¬ 
rious  additions  to  the  net  premium  for  ex¬ 
penses  and  contingencies  are  to  be  reduced 
to  10  per  Cent.,  and  the  rate  per  thousand 
for  an  ordinary  life  policy  on  a  pereon  aged 
thirty,  which  is  now  $22.70,  will  then  be

The  old  net  prices,  based  on  4  per  cent, 
for  money  and  the  mortuary  rates  of  the 
American  table,  are  retained  ;  and  the  al¬ 
terations  arise  from  a  change  in  the  percent- 
addition  for  ordinary  expenses,  which  is 
sreduced  from  40  to  10. 

The  yearly  dividends  under  the  new  sys¬ 
tem  will,  of  coarse,  be  gi'eatly  reduced,  and 
I  earDe8tl.y  recommend— 

L  That  the  reversionary  credits  for  these 
dividends  be  given,  as  heretofore,  but  that 
no  use  be  made  of  them  till  in  every  instance 
their  present  cash  value,  on  the  policy  an¬ 
niversary,  shall  amount  to  more  than  one  an¬ 
nual  premium,  when  the  excess  above  one 
premium  may  be  available  to  pay,  at  the  ex¬ 
pressed  wish  of  the  owner,  the  premium 
then  due. 

%  That  these  credits  be  held  to  be  assess¬ 
able  to  meet  any  deficit  that  may  arise  from 
any  circumstances  whatever. 

3.  Ibat  in  cose  of  death,  the  'whole  of  the 
reversionary  credit  he  paid  io  the  heirs,  as 
at  present. 

4.  That  existing  policy-holders  may  have 
the  option  either  to  leave  their  policies  nu- 
diaturbed  and  pay  their  old  rates,  receiving 
of  coarse  their  proportional  dividends  and 
reversionary  credits,  or  to  take  out  new  pol¬ 
icies,  with  their  existing  credits  added,  and 
pay  the  new  rates  corresponding  to  their 
then  present  age,  provided  they  subject  them¬ 
selves  to  a  new  medical  examination,  and 
are  pronounced  assnrable. 

The  Company  will,  by  this  most  desirable 
plan,  have  within  its  oontrid  a  large  fund  to 
which  it  may  resort  in  time  of  trouble, 
should  trouble  come  to  it,  while  it  will  avoid 
the  objectionable  measnre  of  keeping  on 
hand  a  large  undivided  fiurplns,  in  which 
those  who  die  cannot  fail  to  have  an  inter¬ 
est,  whose  precise  v.alue  it  would  be  difficult 
to  ascertain. 

1  would  rao''ely  add  that  the  Company  has 
pioneered  its  way  to  a  condition  of  unrival¬ 
led  prosperity  and  success.  It  has  had  large 
experience,  and  the  community  may  proper¬ 
ly  expect  it  to  'use  this  exi>erience  to  advance 
the  interests  of  Life  assurance,  so  as  to  bring 
within  the  range  of  its  business  the  poorer 
classes.  To  compel  these  to  advance  money 
lieyond  the  true  price  of  assurance,  only  to 
•be  returned  at  the  end  of  twelve  mouths,  is 
A  hardship  to  which,  I  think,  they  ought  not 
io  be  subjected.

The  next  section  of  the  Prsfeasor’s  letter 
provides  for  the  retention  of  the  surplus  ac¬ 
cruing  from  these  new  rates  until  it 
amounts  to  one  (originally  stated  as  two) 
annual  premium,  which  is  to  be  retain¬ 
ed  as  a  margin  for  contingencies  not 
provi<led  against  in  the  lower  premiums  ;

and  cause  the  Company 
to  retain  on  hand  a  much  larger  surplus 
than  it  now  does.  At  present  the  average 
surplus  on  hand  for  each  policy  is  only 
about  40  per  cent,  of  the  annual  premium, 
while  on  the  new  plan  it  will  in  time  hecome 
at  least  100  per  cent. 

The  following  sections  may  be  regarded 
as  necessary  sequences  to  the  one  just  men¬ 
tioned.  They  are  as  follows  : 

2.  That  these  credits  be  held  to  be  as¬ 
sessable  to  meet  any  deficit  that  may  arise 
from  any  circumstances  whatever. 

3.  That  in  case  of  death  the  whole  of  the 
reversionary  credit  to  be  paid  to  the  heirs,  as 
at  present. 

The  fourth  and  last  we  would  fain  believe 
a  misprint,  but  we  are  assured  to  the  con- 
trarys  as  it  is  the  same  in  aU  the  publica¬ 
tions,  viz  : 

4.  That  existing  policy-holders  may  have 
the  option  either  to  leave  their  policies  un- 
disturbed  and  pay  tbeix  old  rates,  receiving, 
of  course,  their  proportional  dividends  and 
reversionary  credits,  or  to  take  out  new  pol¬ 
icies,  with  their  existing  credits  added,  and 
pay  the  new  rates  corresponding  to  their 
then  present  age,  provided  they  subject 
themselves  to  a  new  medical  examination^ 
and  are  pronounced  assurahle. 

It  is  difficult  to  properly  characteriz*; 
its  term.s,  and  we  are  quite  sure  that  no 
intelligent  present  policy-holdjr  will  care 
to  accept  the  second  option  it  affords,  as  he 
would  thereby  forfeit  all  his  share  in  the 
present  reserves  except  as  to  dividends. 

As  to  the  general  plan,  it  is  a  virtual  abau- 
doument  of  those  cardinal  principles  of  se¬ 
curity  and  equity  upon  which  the  claims  of 
the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  to  the 
confidence  of  its  policy-holders  and  of  the 
community  have  rested.  It  cannot  be  car¬ 
ried  into  effect  without  injustice  to  existing 
policy-holders  aud  a  decrease  in  their  secu¬ 
rity.  If  carried  out  at  all,  the  reduced  rates 
should  apply  not  only  to  future  members, 
but  also  to  existing  policy-holders,  sick  and 
well,  without  necessitating  changes  in  exist¬ 
ing  contracts  by  imposing  new  conditions, 
which  may  be  prejudicial  to  their  interests, 
as  well  08  to  their  security. 

The  reserves  of  the  old  policies  are  in  ef¬ 
fect  to  be  used  as  a  capital  stock,  to  bear  the 
expense  of  getting  new  business  at  stock 
rates,  which  must  considerably  exceed  the 
margins  of  the  new  premiums.  But  this 
expense  to  the  old  members  cannot  be  reim¬ 
bursed  to  them  by  profits  derived  from  the 
new  ones  at  any  future  time,  because  they 
are  mutual  members,  and  entitled  to  any 
surplus  that  may  ever  accrue  from  their  own 
premiums. 

How  fur  it  is  competent  for  the  trustees  of 
a  strictly  mutual  corporation  to  admit  per¬ 
sons  to  njembership  upon  terms  more  favor¬ 
able  than  have  been,  and  continue  to  be, 
exacted  from  existing  members,  is  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  law,  08  well  as  of  mathematics  and 
equity  ;  but  if  new  members  are  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  Mutual  Life  at  the  expense 
of  those  already  insured — as  ■will  be  the  case 
if  the  plan  is  carried  into  effect,  and  the  se¬ 
curity  of  the  latter  be  lessened  thereby — 
then  it  is  an  injustice,  of  which  every  policy¬ 
holder  in  that  company  has  a  right  to  com¬ 
plain. 

Nothing  can  express  our  views  better  than 
the  language  a  Lite  Company  only  second 
to  the  “  Mutual  ”  in  size,  which  thus  an¬ 
nounces  its  intention  not  to  reduce  its 
rates  : 

“  Nothing  containing  any  element  of  haz¬ 
ard  is  truly  safe  unless  more  than  apparent¬ 
ly  safe  ;  a  purely  mutnal  company  has  no 
resource  whatever  beyond  the  premiums 
charged  npon  its  policies  ;  wherefore  these 
premiums  must  be  apparently  higher  than 
any  foreseen  contingency  will  exhaust,  or 
future  solvency  is  ia  periL” 

The  cash  premiums  of  the  Mutual  Life  re¬ 
ceived  from  1843  to  1871  were  $64,677,770 
.23,  as  shown  by  its  published  statements, 
and  the  working  expenses  were  $10,533,- 
680.58,  or  16.29  per  cent.  The  expenses 
could  not  well  have  been  much  less  if  the 
premiums  had  been  lower.  By  the  reduc¬ 
tion  proposed  by  Prof.  Bartlett,  the  pre¬ 
miums  would  have  been  about  $53,000,000, 
which  would  have  made  the  expenses  not 
much,  if  any,  less  than  20  per  cent,  or 
double  the  margins  now  proposed  for  new 
policies.  A  company  to  be  composed  en¬ 
tirely  of  such  policies  could  not  stand  with¬ 
out  a  large  capital  behind  it,  and  no  person 
of  much  common  sense  can  contend  that

But  to  pay  a  constautly  increasing  pre¬ 
mium  every  year  would  be  attended  by  seri¬ 
ous  inconveniences,  and  It  has  become  the 
custom,  iu  consequence,  for  the  Company 
to  charge,  and  the  assured  to  pay  a  fixed 
sum  every  year,  of  which  the  value  is  such 
that  its  ultimate  effect  will  be  the  same  as 
that  of  the  variable  payment.  It  is  a  kind 
of  average,  being  too  large  at  the  j'ounger, 
and  too  small  at  the  older  ages.  The  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  Company  has  been  to  add  forty 
per  cent,  of  the  net  rate  to  cover  ordinary 
expenses.  Then,  taking  the  age  .36  as  an 
example,  we  mnj*  write :

It  is  no  less  the  interest  than  the  duty  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Company  to  take  care 
that  no  plan  or  change  shall  now,  or  at  any 
time  be  adopted,  which  would  iu  the  least 
interfere  with  the  rights,  the  safety,  or  the 
advantages  of  the  old  Policy-holders,  as 
they  and  tlicir  friends  are  themselves  in¬ 
cluded  among  the  number. 

The  faith  of  the  Policy-holders  in  the

No  doubt  it  will  hereafter  continue 
to  insure  at  the  higher  or  present  rates  any 
one  who  iusists  Upon  paying  these,  and  will 
keep,  as  it  can  easily  do,  the  accounts  sepa¬ 
rate  of  the  higher  and  lower  rate  policy- 
holders.  Then  those  who  pay  their  money 
can  have  their  choice.  If  you  will  inquire 
at  the  company’s  office  no  doubt  they  will 
teU  you  that  they  can  and  will  do  this. 

There  is  no  reason  why  an  insurer  who 
wishes  to  pay  more  thamis  needed  to  insure 
him  should  not  bo  gratified  ;  but  as  every- 
b‘»4y  is  not  fond  of  overpaying,  it  is  also 
^ortb  while  to  let  those  have  a  chance  who 
desire  to  pay  no  more  than  is  needed  for  safety. 
This  the  Mntual  Life  now  proposes  to  do.

the  Mutual  Life  Company  itCver  have  been 
reduced  by  resolution  of  the  trthteev/  on  my 
recommendation  or  otherwise,  Slf^  chan¬ 
ges  hatre  been  made  in  the  premiums,  render¬ 
ed  desirable  by  the  adoption  of  improved 
mortality  tables  ;  but  the  margins  added  to 
the  net  rates  for  expenses  and  contingencies 
have  each  time  been  increased,  not  reduced. 
The  premiums  at  certain  ages,  by  reason  of 
errors  in  the  mentality  tables  formerly  used, 
may  be  a  trifle  less  now  than  in  the  earlier 
history  of  the  company,  but  the  premiums 
on  the  average  Me  faigber.  Nothing  has  ever 
been  said  or  written  by  myself  that  would 
favor  discriminatiem  between  present  and 
future  insurants,  ais  is  now  contemplated 
by  the  company.- 

The  rates  of  expenses  published  by  the 
company  are  ineorreot,  uiqnst  os  compared 
with  other  companies,  and  are  calculated  to 
mislead. 

The  striking  success  of  the  Mutual  Life  is 
not  questioned  ;  but  every  element  which 
has  conduced  to  that  success  hr  an  argument 
against  the  measnre  recently  adopted  by  the 
trustees. 

The  issues  involved  in  the  adoption  of 
this  mea.sure  by  the  trustees  of  the  company, 
and  which  seem  to  have  been  overlooked  by 
Mr.  Winston  and  Prof.  Bartlett,  are  simply

This  excess 
has  contributed  largely  to  surplus. 

3d.  The  ratio  of  Expenses  to  Receipts 
during  the  whole  existence  of  the  Company, 
has  averaged  only  ten  per  cent. :  and  du¬ 
ring  the  year  1871  was  less  than  eight  per 
cent. :  and  the  provision  of  forty  per  cent, 
of  the  net  premium  for  expenses  has  there¬ 
fore  been  much  In  excess  of  what  was  re¬ 
quired.  The  surplus  from  this  source  has 
been  very  great.

loosely  the  companies  have  done  business  ; 
unrealized  assets  being  moneys  due  but  not 
collected.
